Those who attended a W hite House conference said it was agreed 
th a t such legislation could be sent through the house before the end

S enator Barkley of K entucky, the 
m ajority leader, told reporters he 
could not say in advance what the 
message would contain or w hether 
it would seek both the aim ing of 
m erchant ships and allowing them 
to touch belligerent ports im m e­ 
diately. 
He said. however, th a t the arm ­ 
ing of m erchant vessels, now pro­ 
hibited by section 6 of the act. 
would be the last drastic change 
that, m ight be made. 
“T he arm ing of ships, as a m at­ 
ter of tim ing”, he said. “m ight be 
the most urgent.” 
Barkley said he personally favor­ 
ed repealing both sections which 
would perm it the arm ing of ship* 
and
